1. @a 14 December 1949 at 2:30 p.m. a west-bound jet fighter flew over the 
BRANDENBURG (N 53/Z 23) airfield. 


2, It was learmed from a former BRIGIT (N 53/4 13) guard on 15 December 194% 
that three jet fighters and four conventional fighters nave been stationed 
at fue BRIEST airfield slnce 10 December 19459. The jet fighters with a 
turbine and 1 se wheel had alleged], made trai ing clig¢ghts on two days, 
each flignt Lasting about 15 minutes. Seven AA gan emplacements were near 
the ROSENHOF Letate not far from the airfield. 


3, Tienty-six fighters were parked in two rows on the southern edge of tne 
field and four fiviters on the landing field on 16 December -.949. Tue 
Latter made training flights.

Lovewing monoplane, retractable tail wheel, antenna rod alt of cockpit. 


», Jet aircra:t were not. seen but were possibly parked between Lne debris

(exact date unknown), The air unil, presusably a tighter reziment, was 
apparently opreviousiy stationed in BRALDENBURG-ARSUL.
